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***The following editorial was 
written by Maureen Carrigan, a 
godparent for our Mastery of Moth- 
erhood (MOM) program: : 

"Can the simple act of talking 
cure Alabama's infant mortality 
woes? It can if the talk leads Pasa 
itive action. That's the hope of the 
Alabama Cooperative Extension 
Service's new Spe designed to 
do battle with Alabama's infant 
mortality rate - now the highest in 
the nation. 

"Mastery of Motherhood (MOM) 
is a six-week-long pilot program 
that gathers pregnant women‘and 
women with young children in 37 
counties of the state to talk about 
prenatal nutrition and development. 

"An important component of the 
MOM classes are the volunteer 
‘godparents’ that are paired with the 
mothers. They help provide trans- 

rtation to class and act as non- 
judgemental friends who can lend an 
ear or invite the young mothers out 
for a break. No matter how the rela- 
tionship grows, the godparent func- 
tions as a role model and offers the 
pregnant woman an alternative veiw 
on life. Godparents need not be par- 
ents on their own to offer support 
and friendship. 

"Recently the first class of MOM 
graduates received their diplomas. 
During the classes they discussed 
nutrition, basic cooking skills, pa- 
renting techniques, exercise, breast 
feeding, labor and delivery, among 
other issues. 

"Teresa Whitaker, a member of 
the first uating class, expressed 
her feelings about the classes: ‘I 
now realize how important nutri- 
tion is, Talking with the other 
i oe women in the class really 

elped me because this is my first 
baby. I loved the classes; I'd like to 
attend other classes.’ 

"Infant mortality involves several 
interlocking factors: the inability of 
many residents to afford medical in- 
surance; lack of understanding about 
the importance of prenatal care and 
the effects of nutrition on the devel- 
oping fetus, and the extreme short- 
age of practicing obstetricians in 
the state. 

"Currently 29 counties in Alaba- 
ma have no obstetrical care. 

"Despite the complexity of the 

roblem, Auburn University, work- 
ing through the Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service, hopes to curb the in- 
fant death rate through changing 
nutritional practices of pregnant 
women and, consequently, raise the 
birth weights of their babies. New- 
bors weighing less than five-and-a- 
half pounds are considered high risk 
and research shows thatethey are 
more likely to experience complica- 
pene during the crucial first year of 

e,"

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Law officers in state expect record 
year in 1988 for confiscation of 
marijuana plants in Alabama 


The Domestic Marijuana Eradi- 
cation Program in Alabama got un- 
derway in May, according to Colo- 
nel Thomas H. Wells, Public 
Safety Director, marking the state's 
seventh year of participation in the 
nationwide program, sponsored by 
the United States Drug Enforcement 
Administration and U.S. Forest 
Service. 

"The overall results of the pro- 
gram to locate and destroy the 
state's domestic marijuana crop 
have been outstanding, "stated 
Wells. "The combined efforts of 
state, city and county law enforce- 
ment officers have resulted in the 
destruction of thousands of home- 
grown marijuana plants each year 
and we anticipate a record year in 
1988," 

Reports through May 15 indicat- 
ed that 3,023 plants valued at $2.4 
million had been destroyed and two 
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arrests made, 

In 1987, the program netted 
160,272 plants valued at more than 
$128 million, earning Alabama a 
7th place ranking nationwide in the 
number of plants destroyed. 

The Public Safety's Narcotics 
Unit manages the program in the 
state and maintains data on the mar- 
ijuana collection and destruction. 

ther state agencies active in the 
program include the ABC Board and 
the Dept. of Conservation and Nat- 
ural Resources. State Trooper pilots 
locate much of the marijuana and 
alert local Sheriff's Departments and 
police officials, which then assist 
in the destruction of the plants. 

Wells stated that illegally grown 
marijuana or any illegal drug activi- 
ty may be reported anonymously by 
calling the statewide toll-free num- 
ber 1-800-392-8011. 
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Smart & Dubose to meet in runoff 


The Democratic and Republican 
parties held their primary elections 
Tuesday, June 7 and while there 
were a number of tight races in 
both primaries there will be only 
two names on the ballot on June 28 
when the Democrats hold a runoff 
election. 

The lone runoff will take place 
in the County Commission race in 
District 1 where Leon Smart will 
meet Jim Dubose. Smart led a five 
candidate field in Tuesday's election 


with 524 votes, or 43%, while Jim 
Dubose followed in second place 
with 324 votes. Incumbent com- 
missioner Jimmy Bryan finished 
third with 210 votes and rounding 
out the candidates were Douglas 
Harrelson with 126 and Sammie 
Wambles 34. 

__ In the County Commission race 
in District 2 two-time incumbent 
Billy Eagerton survived a challenge 
from Joe Green. Eagerton received 
397 votes to outdistance Green, 


County unemployment rate dips 


The Alabama Department of In- 
dustrial Relations recently released 
its monthly report on labor market 
news and in the report it was re- 
vealed that during the month of 
April the unemployment rate in 
Coffee County dipped to 5.9 per- 
cent, a drop of almost an entire 
Rey com the 6.7 percent rate in 


The figures showed that in Cof- 
fee County there were 1,040 work- 
ers unemployed during April out of 
a workforce of some 17,560. 

The local rate is well below the 
state average of 6.8 percent, but 
slightly above the national rate of 
5.3 percent. 


Human Resources now accepting 
applications for aid in collections 


The Coffee County Department 
of Human Resources is currently 
accepting applications from non- 
ADC (Aid to Dependent Children) 
families who have not applied to 
obtain delinquent child support pay- 
ments through the interception of 
federal and state income tax refunds. 

Applications made now would 
be for the interception of tax re- 
funds absent parents would receive 
in 1989, 

Thus far this year, statewide sup- 
port collected through tax refund in- 
tercepts has totalled more than $2.7 
million, 

"In non-ADC cases the family is 
seeking child support from an ab- 
sent parent rather than receiving 
welfare benefits," explained Ron 
Smith, director of the Coffee Coun- 
ty Department of Human Resourc- 
es. "A non-ADC family receiving 
child support services through the 
Department of Human Resources is 
not automatically eligible for the 
income tax intercept program." 

In order to be eligible for the 
program, non-ADC households 
must provide the name and correct 
social security number of the absent 
parent who owes the delinquent 
payments; the delinquent amount 
must be at least $500; the child

$5 fee must be paid for the tax re- 
fund intercept program. Both fees 
must be paid to the Coffee County 
Department of Human Resources at 
the time of the application." 

Persons interested in the pro- 
gram and who are not presently re- 
ceiving child support services 
through the Department of Human 
Resousceg, should call 897-3424 
before July 29, 1988, weekdays be- 
tween 8 a.m. and 4:30 p.m. to 
make an appointment to apply for 
service. Application for the 1988 
certification will be accepted 
through August 5, 1988. 

Persons already receiving child 
support services through the depart- 
ment will be contacted by letter to 
apply for the refund program.

Dear Editor: 


May is Better Hearing Month, 
"So what," one might say. Given 
the numerous observance of worth 
causes, it's easy to let this one pass 
by, but we shouldn't. Hearing and 
speech are precious, but taken-for- 
granted abilities, and they are more 
fragile than we imagine. 

About 24 million people in the 
United States have hearing or 
speech disorders. That's one in eve- 
ry ten people. It's safe to say that 
almost everyone reading this letter 
has a hearing or speech problem or 
knows someone who does, 

To put these statistics into per- 
spective for those who do not have 
such a disorder, imagine not being 
able to hear people speaking to you 
or not being able to tell someone 
else your thoughts or ideas. Few 
would argue that these are profound 
losses. 

The pain of people with commu- 
nication disorders is often intensi- 
fied by the thoughtless behavior of 
those around them. People who 
stutter, for example, have been ob- 
jects of laughter and the butt of 
cruel jokes for centuries, Not an 
easy environment in which to over- 
come the problem. 

People who stutter need the 
same patience and attention to their 
ideas as speakers who don't stutter. 
We can all help by not looking 
away when they speak and by not 
hurrying them or filling in words. 

There are also a few simple 
things we can do to help those with 
hearing impairments. The most im- 
portant one is to avoid shouting and 
exaggerating words. Face people 
who are hearing impaired directly 
and speak clearly in a normal voice. 

Better Hearing and Speech 
Month is just another observance 
unless we give it meaning. Practic- 
ing the small courtesies that make a 
big difference in the lives of people 
with hearing and speech problems 
is a wonderful way to make the 
month meaningful. 

Another is to urge those who 
have suspected or untreated hearing 
and speech disorders to seek profes- 
sional help. Speech-language pa- 
thologists and audiologists are spe- 
cifically trained to work with 

individuals having such problems.

A friend died last week -- 
not just my friend - but a 
friend of the entire town of 
Elba. 

Is there a street in Elba that 
FOYLE GUY has not tra- 
versed? A store or building he 
has not been in? 

I came to know Foyle some 
years ago through working at 
the Clipper - that Is I first 
knew the old Foyle - the 
Foyle that died was the new

Foyle and I became fast 
frierids through our common 
love for the Lord - he was an 
inspiration to me, and we 
never had time enough to talk 
all we wanted to about the 
Lord.

Then when he did come 
in, we could tell he was sick. 
He did not tarry long, he did 
not talk long, but we did ex- 
change a few brief words, and 
among the last of those be- 
tween him and me as he went 
out the door were,"I love you, 
Faye," and "I love you, 
Foyle, Bye, and take care of 
yourself." 

He never came in again, and 
I did not even know he was in 
the hospital. 

I will miss Foyle - and so 
will the people of Elba. But 
he will always be a part of all 
our lives - and for me, a very 
deep and meaningful part.

Conflict Management: The 
Spoken Words Are Crucial 

Early in life I learned to sing the 
words of a tremendous lie -- "Sticks 
and stones may break my bones, 
but words will never hurt me.” As I 
sang those words I knew I was 
singing them to someone who had 
said something which had hurt me. 

The words spoken in the context 
of conflict are crucial. One could 
hardly overemphasize the need to 
exercise wisdom with words when 
dealing with problems. 

Acts 6:1-7 reveals the impor- 
tance of language in the early 
church's handling of her first major 
conflict. Of primary importance is 
the fact that this passage reveals the

The new symbol was adopted by 
NRECA in 1987; South Alabama 
Electric Cooperative began using it 
in May, 1988. 

The electric bolts on the new 
logo represent the primary purpose 
of the cooperative of providing elec- 
tric power. The three lines symbol- 
ize consistency, stability and dedica- 
tion; the rolling hills depict rural, 
open space, and the circle represents 
cooperation, unity, commitment 
and dependability 

The symbol itself conveys pride, 
progress and strength the coopera- 
tive has brought to the people, 
quality of life, business and com- 
munity. 

This logo design represents the 
power of the countryside and the 
strength and unity of rural electrifi- 
cation. The logo is as personal as 
the cooperative's name, but it also 
represents the identity of rural elec- 
trics throughout the nation.

power of the "either/or" potential in 
spoken words, 

The "murmuring" (words spok- 
en half under the breath) emphasized 
in Acts 6:1 contained great poten- 
tial for harm. And this paragraph of 
Scripture reveals the helpful poten- 
tial contained in the apostles’ words 
which "pleased the whole mullti- 
tude" (verse 5), 

Spoken words do contain an 
"either/or" potential. Words may. 
break hearts and emotions or they 
may encourage hearts and inspire 
the creative channeling of human 
emotions. Words may start a 
fight, or they may prevent one. 
Words may wreck or revive. 
Words may ruin or restore. 


Words may either make the con- 
flict worse, or they may help man- 
age the conflict skillfully. 

Out of the ancient past come 
some wise words from Solomon: 
"A word fitly spoken is like apples 
of gold in pictures of silver" (Pro- 
verbs 25:11), Out of the more re- 
cent past comes the suggestion that 
we "speak softly and carry a big 
stick." Perhaps a better suggestion 
would be that we speak wisely and 
leave the stick alone. 

Acts 6:1-7 contains no mention 
of the use of a stick, but this pas- 
sage reminds us that fitly spoken 
apostolic words were crucial in the 
early church's wholesome handling 
of their conflict.

Why do some religious 
groups handle snakes? 


The very dangerous practice of handling snakes in a worship service 
comes from a misunderstanding of Mark 16:17-18, which says, "And these 
signs shall follow them that believe; In my name shall they cast out devils; 
they shall speak with new tongues; they shall take up serpents; and if they 
drink any deadly thing, it shall not hurt them; and they shall lay hands on 
the sick, and they shall recover." Some people take the words, “they shall 
take up serpents,” to mean that this sign of being able to handle snakes is a 
promise to all believers. The preceding verses, Mark 16:15-16, show, how- 
ever, that the promise of taking up serpents is only to the apostles, and not 
to all believers. In Mark 16:15, Jesus commissioned the apostles to go into 
all the world preaching the gospel. Verse 16 then says, “He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved." Verse 15, addressed to the apostles, is in the 
plural, "He said unto them.” Verse 16, speaking of the believer, is in the 
singular, "He that believeth and is baptized." And then verse 17 is again in 
the plural, "These signs shall follow them that believe.” These promises 
were not to every believer, but only to the apostles. Acts 28:3-5 gives a 
specific example of the fulfillment of the promise of the sign of taking up 
serpents, as the Apostle Paul was bitten by a viper, and felt no harm from 


it. 


There is no New Testament evidence that anyone other than the Apostles 
was able to perform this sign, or miracle, of taking up serpents without 
harm. Even if there were other Christians in the early church with this gift, 
however, the gift would not be available to Christians today, because the 
New Testament age of miracles has passed. Having discussed the various 
spiritual gifts available to the early church, in 1 Corinthians 12, Paul goes 
on to say, "whether there be prophecies, they shall fail; whether there be 
tongues, they shall cease; whether there be knowledge, it shall vanish away” 
(1 Cor. 13:8). Paul was saying that the gifts of prophecy, tongues, and 
knowledge, representative of all the gifts, would cease. He continues, "For 
we know in part, and we prophesy in part. But when that which is perfect is 
come, then that which is in part shall be done away” (1 Cor, 13:9-10), The 
spiritual gifts, necessary for the development of the carly church, ceased 
upon the completion of the perfect revelation of God in the New Testament. 

How do some "take up serpents" today, and survive? Many, in fact, do 
not, and die from snake bites. Some survive snake bites becaue they have 
been bitten before with a non-lethal bite, and have thus developed an immu- 
nity to the snake venom. Others just have not been bitten yet. This very 
dangerous practice is illegal, and not sanctioned by God,

Drinking Causes Boating Deaths 


More than half of Alabama boat- 
ing accidents that resulted in death 
were traced to alcohol abuse. Alaba- 
ma Marine Police Director William 
B. Garner warns that operating a 
boat while intoxicated is not only a 
violation of state law, but endan- 
gers the lives of the operator and 
others. 

With each drink an individual 
takes, he decreases his ability to co- 
ordinate arm and leg movements. A 
drunk boat operator, like a drunk 
driver, has difficulty responding to 
emergency situations, and often 
creates them himself. 

One early effect of drinking is 
loss of judgement; boat operators 
under the influence of alcohol tend 
to take risks. A recreational boat, 
says Garner, is no place for a dare- 
devil driver. 

Too much alcohol seriously re- 
stricts vision. Alcohol intake induc- 
es tunnel vision (inability to see to 
the sides), reduces depth perception, 
night vision, and the ability to dis- 
tinguish colors, especially red and 


green -- the colors of a boat's run- 
ning lights.

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Haints, Boogers and UFO's

I suppose that I could be counted 
in the 40 percent of Americans 
who, reportedly, believe in UFO's 
(unidentified flying objects) -- or at 
least I could have been in my child- 
hood. Small wonder, too, since I 
cut my teeth hearing Granny, 
Mama, Daddy -- and all the folks 
around me -- telling daily of big 
varmints, strange lights in the sky, 
and unexplainable happenings. 

I listened wide-eyed many times 
as Mama told of a mysterious light 
their n¢ighbor on North River, Mr. 
Smith, saw one dark night when 
she was only 13. 

While he waited near the main 
road to direct a doctor who had ben 
summoned for Mama's daddy, "Papa 
Shirley" (who had just suffered a 
heart attack), -- while he waited , 
Mr. Smith saw a light approaching. 
Thinking it was the doctor's auto- 
mobile headlight, the old fellow 
blew out his lantern and prepared to 
jump aboard. 

As the light drew nearer and 
brighter he realized there was no 
sound; it was a "lone light.” It 
passed him right by and continued 
down the road and out of sight. 

The bewildered Mr. Smith re- 
lighted his lantern and, much to his 
relief, the next light that came 
down the road was, indeed, the doc- 
tor's car. 

The appearance of a strange cat 
to another of my mother's child- 
hood neighbors fueled her telling 
many a time (and fueled the hair on 
my young back to stand on end). 

Seems the man was returning 
home one night from "courting his 
wife-to-tbe" when a cat drew near 
and walked alongside him. It me- 
owed pitifully and seemed very 
tired. Compassionately, the man 
picked up the cat and carried it for a 
while. 

Soon he realized the cat felt very 
odd; cold, boneless, without a trace 
of a heartbeat. The young fellow 
slowly released the animal and 
watched it wander away. 

, Not long after the "cat encoun- 
ter" the man married the girl, she 
boré him two daughters and they 
were very happy. 

Late one night he heard a pitiful 
meowing at the barn and, upon in- 
vestigating, he saw the same unu- 
sual cat -- the one without a heart 
that had appeared to him on the road 
a few years before. 

Frightened, he rushed into the 
house -- only to find his wife death- 
ly ill; shortly thereafter she died. 
On a night after Mama‘d tell this 
we'd be afraid to go out to the barn, 
afraid we'd see the ominous cat.) 

I was present when my folks 
saw the unusual light in the sum- 
mer of ‘41 in the Zion Community. 
In fact they were out on the front 
porch trying to cool my raging fe- 
ver when the neighboring boy came 
down the road calling my Daddy's 
name, "Uncle Irrrr--iceee, Uncle 
Inrr,.,.ieeee.” 

He came to the porch, sat a 
while, and then lay back and fell 
asleep. Mama had just brought a 
pillow to cushion his head when 
suddenly the night sky lit up. She 
and Daddy were startled by the ap- 
pearance of a light in the West. 

It moved forward, closer and 
closer and grew larger and larger. By 
the time it stood over our barn 
(which was across the road from the 
front porch where they sat) -- by the 
time it was there, my Mama re- 
counted again just last week, it was 
"bigger than a wash tub." And then 
it turned and went toward Zion, to- 
ward the church and graveyard. 
Again it appeared in the West, ap- 
proached, enlarging to the barn and 
then turned toward the cemetery. 

Three times this phamtom light 
appeared; then just as quickly the

again. 

art Mama and Daddy discussed 
possible explanations and meanings 
during days following the sighting 
sad news came, Just three weeks to 
the day “after the light," the youth 
who had sat on the porch that night 
met with an untimely death, He 
was brought up that road and buried 
in that cemetery. (Although my 
Mama says "that was an eerie feel- 
ing that I've never been able to for- 
get -- she is a scientific woman and 
rationalizes nowadays that perhaps 
the light was caused by “gasses 
from some pre-war testing that was 
taking place in the summer of 
'41.") 

Mama also now says she 
"supposes" the light that she and a 
sister, Jessie, once saw hovering 
above their little sister's grave -- 
that "perhaps it was foxfire, the 
glow that sometimes comes from 
rotted wood -- maybe the little 
handmade wooden cross (that 
marked their sibling's grave) had 
rotted,” she now admits, But years 
ago when we kids begged her to re- 
late the experience over and over it 
could cause us to shiver on the hot- 
test of nights. 

Even my baby sister tells of 
sighting a similarly scary UFO. 
The unidentified fying object she 
saw was “a big ball of fire" that ap- 
peared as she and other siblings 
walked late one night. 

It flew, or rolled, across the road 
in front of them, as real as life it-

self. Reportedly, they needed no 
coaxing to hurry on home that 
night. (Today -- three decades later - 
- my sister also tries to quict the 
questions in her mind with the ex- 
planation of "swamp gas" or some 
other reasonable theory.) 

It seemed as kids we enjoyed tor- 
turing ourselves on long dark 
nights, begging for the stories 
that'd "scare us stiff." (Just as to- 
day's children frighten themselves 
repeatedly by watching horror mo- 
vies on TY.) 

We'd beg Granny to tell, again 
and again, about the time she was 
milking after dark. When the cow 
kept mooing, fidgeting nervously, 
Granny raised the lantern -- and, lo 
and behold -- there on the lot fence’ 
sat a giant black panther!!! (Granny 
and the cow escaped death only by 
God's grace.) 

And Granny'd tell about the 
man, riding his mule through a 
deep gorge late one night -- heading 
home with a mess of fresh meat af- 
ter a neighbor's hog-killing. His ex- 
perience - and narrow escape from a 
pack of wolves - was bone-chilling 
every time we heard it. 

Some of the scary tales we 
begged Daddy for years ago were 
also humorous, like the one about 
the "Wake or 'Settin' Up," where 
the one suddenly sat upright in 
the coffin and the folks "settin' up" 
wit him ran out shouting, "If 
you're gonna "set up,” we're goin’ 
home to bed!" 

And the one about the drunk 
who overheard two thieves dividing 
stolen ears of com in the graveyard. 
When, referring to an ear of corn 
dropped near the gate, one thief 
said, "You take this one and I'll 
take that one by the gate” -- when 
this was said the drunk, thinking it 
was the Lord and the Devil dividing

folks -- "well, the drunk lit out and 
was never again seen in those 
parts,” -- according to my Daddy. 

Daddy'd tell those tales in a way 
that'd tickle us good -- and still 
leave us scampering for quilts over 
our heads in the heat of a summer's 
night under a tin roof. 

When adults were't around for 
tales, we kids'd scare each other 
with stories of "Big Toe," "Who's 
Got My Liver?," "One Little Pear," 
and of course, "Bloody Bones.” 

Four or five of us would sit in 
the middle of the bed after supper 
while the best storyteller -- my sis- 
ter Frances -- told of "Raw Hide and 
Bloody Bones." We knew what was 
coming but yet we couldn't help 
ourselves, 

When she got to "I'm coming to 
git you, I'm on the first steeeeppp,” 
... we'd be scrunched up into little 
balls. "I'm on the second step" 
would set the bed a-shaking. "I'm in 
the bedroom" would have us all 
holding our breaths .. . and when 
she hollered, "I'm on your bed! I'VE 
GOT YOU!!!" - - we all screamed 
till Daddy ran from his bed holler- 
ing "Goshamighty, what on earth's 
a'matter?" to one huge lump of kids 
hunkered underneath thick covers! 

Yep! In my childhood I could 
definitely have been counted with 
those who believed in Haints, 
Boogers and UFO's!!!

Foster parenting is a tremendous 
responsibility, one which has in- 
creased tremendously in recent 
years, 

The number of foster children 
has grown because of the move to 
place, if at all possible, a child in a 
family setting. The foster parents 
therefore are required to deal with 
more and more complex problems. 

Also, the reporting laws regard- 
ing abuse and neglect are more 
well-known and understood, Many 
children who need protection are 
coming to the attention of the agen- 
cy. These same children would go 
unprotected were it not for public 
education regarding abuse and ne- 
glect. 

It is becoming more difficult to 
recruit foster homes for teenagers 
because of the diverse problems of 
these young people. Oftentimes, 
foster parents feel they are not 
equipped to handle the many com- 
plexities they are faced with. 

Training for foster parents is ess- 
sential, While the foster child is in 
their home, they must become the 
parent to that child, who will be in 
their care for 24 hours a day. 

The foster child, quite naturally, 
brings with him or her all the feel- 
ings created and established prior to 
removal from their own home. 
Sometimes, the foster parents must 
cope with the foster child's resent- 
ment of being in a home other than 
their own.. The foster child often 
resents the foster parents because 
they feel the foster parents are try- 
ing to take the place of natural par- 
ents or guardians. There is a bond 
between these young people and 
their blood family regardless of 
what situation necessitated the need 
for the child to be removed from 


their own home.

Foster parents have been de- 
scribed as "dedicated people who 
care for and love someone else's 
child." Their dedication is evident 
because of the immediate concern 
and love demonstrated to the foster 
children who are placed in their 
care. These children are taken into 
the family circle and become a 
member of the family. 

There may be those who are un- 
der the impression that folks be- 
come foster parents for the money 
they receive. Foster parents do 
not receive payment for their 
services -- they are reim- 
bursed for "expenses." 

The range of foster care pay- 
ments is $176 per month for in- 
fants and the maximum is $208 per 
month for teenagers. Reality tells 
us that these amounts do not actual- 
ly "reimburse for expenses." 

Foster parents provide transpor- 
tation for these children wherever 
they need to go; they attend school 
functions; and for children who may 
need special therapy at home, the 
foster parent learns to do this, 

It is very important to the foster 
parents that the foster child not be 
different from any of his or her 
peers, so oftentime clothes must be 
purchased in keeping with current 
fads. This also is important to the 
foster child who has a tremendous 
need to belong; at this crucial time 
in this child's life the last thing 
they need to feel is "different," 

Foster families are a valuable re- 
source in our community. They be- 
come foster parents because 4 
want to share their strengths wit 
someone who needs them. Foster 
parents are indeed dedicated people!

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TIPS FOR THE HOMEMAKER 
Sandra Coffey -County Agent 
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***Prepare To Can - If you'll 
be canning foad this summer, it's a 
good idea to first take a food invent- 
ory and see what you have on hand. 
Match freezer boxes with lids. Use 
plastic freezer bags with cover box- 
es to prevent holes and freeze in 
uniform shape. 

If you don't have a blancher, 

think about buying one. Remem- 
ber, you'll use a gallon of water for 
each pound (pint) of vegetables, so 
you may want to get a large blanch- 
er, A water bath canner may be 
used, 
***Canning Supplies - It's a 
good idea to have jar lifters - don't 
use tongs - they don't hold the jar 
firmly enough and it could slip and 
break, Several leading jar manufac- 
turers sell inexpensive lifters. 

I's also handy to have jar fillers 
and apple corer-slicers, as well as 
corers for pears or tomatoes. Check 
with housewares or hardware and 
feed/seed stores. 

***Check for Spoilage - 
Signs of spoilage in home-canned 
foods include bulging lids, cloudi- 
ness, gas bubbles, mushy food, 
mold and unnatural color or odor, If 
you see any signs of spoilage, 
throw the food away - never taste it 
first. 

***Get Freezer: Ready - You'll 
need to defrost your freezer and give 
ita thorough cleaning before stor- 


ing this year's fruits and vegetables. 

Unplug it and remove all food. 
Store in a cardboard box or wrap in 
newspapers to keep from thawing. 
Put clean towels in the bottom of 


_ the freezer and pour cold water 


along the sides to thaw the frost. 
You can use a wooden spoon to 
help loosen the frost, but don't use 
metal utensils - they'll scratch the 


lining of the freezer. 

As the towels absorb water, 
wring them out and replace. When 
the frost is removed, wash the in- 
side with a quart of warm water 
mixed with a tablespoon of baking 
soda, Rinse with clean water and 
wipe dry. After re-plugging wait for 
30 minutes to replace the food. 
***Avoid Aspirin in Can- 
ning - Don't use aspirin as a sub- 
Stitute for heat treatment in can- 
ning. You can't rely on it to 
prevent spoilage or give satisfactory 
products, 

There are several hazards to using 
aspirin in home canning. It's con- 
demned befaue of its toxicity and is 
prohibited by federal food laws. 
-There's no evidence that it protects 
against hazardous food spoilage. It 
has no effect on the enzymatic reac- 
ons that cause deterioration, And, 
the lack of heat treatment will re- 
sult in the absence of a vacuum 
seal, which will accelerate deteriora- 
tion,

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***Prepare To Can - If you'll 
be canning foad this summer, it's a 
good idea to first take a food invent- 
ory and see what you have on hand. 
Match freezer boxes with lids. Use 
plastic freezer bags with cover box- 
es to prevent holes and freeze in 
uniform shape. 

If you don't have a blancher, 

think about buying one. Remem- 
ber, you'll use a gallon of water for 
each pound (pint) of vegetables, so 
you may want to get a large blanch- 
er, A water bath canner may be 
used, 
***Canning Supplies - It's a 
good idea to have jar lifters - don't 
use tongs - they don't hold the jar 
firmly enough and it could slip and 
break, Several leading jar manufac- 
turers sell inexpensive lifters. 

I's also handy to have jar fillers 
and apple corer-slicers, as well as 
corers for pears or tomatoes. Check 
with housewares or hardware and 
feed/seed stores. 

***Check for Spoilage - 
Signs of spoilage in home-canned 
foods include bulging lids, cloudi- 
ness, gas bubbles, mushy food, 
mold and unnatural color or odor, If 
you see any signs of spoilage, 
throw the food away - never taste it 
first. 

***Get Freezer: Ready - You'll 
need to defrost your freezer and give 
ita thorough cleaning before stor- 


ing this year's fruits and vegetables. 

Unplug it and remove all food. 
Store in a cardboard box or wrap in 
newspapers to keep from thawing. 
Put clean towels in the bottom of 


_ the freezer and pour cold water 


along the sides to thaw the frost. 
You can use a wooden spoon to 
help loosen the frost, but don't use 
metal utensils - they'll scratch the 


lining of the freezer. 

As the towels absorb water, 
wring them out and replace. When 
the frost is removed, wash the in- 
side with a quart of warm water 
mixed with a tablespoon of baking 
soda, Rinse with clean water and 
wipe dry. After re-plugging wait for 
30 minutes to replace the food. 
***Avoid Aspirin in Can- 
ning - Don't use aspirin as a sub- 
Stitute for heat treatment in can- 
ning. You can't rely on it to 
prevent spoilage or give satisfactory 
products, 

There are several hazards to using 
aspirin in home canning. It's con- 
demned befaue of its toxicity and is 
prohibited by federal food laws. 
-There's no evidence that it protects 
against hazardous food spoilage. It 
has no effect on the enzymatic reac- 
ons that cause deterioration, And, 
the lack of heat treatment will re- 
sult in the absence of a vacuum 
seal, which will accelerate deteriora- 
tion,

The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
June 13 at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and agreed to resurface por- 
tions of eight roads in the county at 
a cost of approximately $250,000. 

County Engineer Mark Pool told 
the commission that he had recently 
inspected all the roads in the county 
for a second time and picked the 
roads that were the "worst of the 
worst" for a new resurfacing. project 
that would cost approximately 
$380,000. 

Pool told the commissioners the 
roads on the list would not survive 
the winter and while the resurfacing 
would not be permanent in all loca- 
tions, it would insure the roads 
would make it through the winter. 

The commission told Pool to 
cutback the project cost to 
$250,000 and to eliminate roads by 
traffic count, 

After a break the engincer report- 
ed back and suggested the roads to 
be resurfaced include portions or 
County Roads 9, 25, 75, 14, 86, 
55, 40 and 79, 

The commission approved the 
project, with Jimmy Bryan and 
Robert Stephens voting against the 

lan. 
R Monday's meeting began at 9:00 
a.m. with all commissioners 
present and the first order of busi- 
ness was to open bids on numerous 
items for the county highway de- 
partment, 

Successful bidders included: 
Heath Oil, on unleaded fuel and die- 
sel fuel, with a bid of $5,082.10; 
Choctaw, on pipe, with a bid of 
$5,374.64; Elba Ford Tractor, on 
bush-hog parts, with a bid of 
$3,227.95; Terra, on herbicide, 
with a bid of $201.95 per five gal- 
lons and Tractor & Equipment, on 
motor grader blades, with a bid of 
$5,136. 

Bids on acoustical tile to be in- 
stalled in the ceiling of the Farm 
Center arena were also opened with 
the low bidder being $19,338, 

The bid was accepted without 
problem; however, members of the 
committee to improve the Farm 
Center had a difference of opinion 
with the commission on just what 
improvements were needed, 

Committee members present at 
the Monday meeting questioned the 
placement of the ceiling tile below 
the lights in the arena, but after a 
discussion with the county's main- 
tenance supervisor it was decided 
that more information was needed 
and all present agreed to meet at a 
later date to finalize the plans. 

District Attorney Joc! Folmar
